My past and present work concerns the decoration of wall hung 
platters with various themes, painting, and drawing techniques. Painting 
and drawing on ceramic platters has a long history in the ceramic world 
and one that I am extremely interested in. Through the use of colored 
slips and scraffito I am trying to attain a painterly surface quality 
along with differing fields of depth perception. With varying surface 
qualities of dry to semi-matt and extremely glossy glazed areas I vary 
the degrees of light retention and reflections in each platter. I am 
also interested in grouping various platters together to enhance or 
express an overall idea that cannot be achieved in a single platter. 
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The significance of my work lies in the fact that I extend the 
historical tradition of "photo-realistic" china painting" by experimenting 
with various painting and drawing techniques on clay, that do not dwell 
on photo-realism, but asks the viewer to distill the essence of each 
object represented. Through various subject matter I can choose to 
abstract or delineate any part to create different feelings in each 
piece.
